Bombers, bombers, bomberst 


All the talk about American alr- 
craft production for England 
stems to centre afound hombing 
‘planes rather than pursuit oe: 
Yhe layman is inclined to inquire 
why. It would seem that 
smaller, faster fighters are what 
is needed to keep bombers off 
Britain, and these could be turn- 
ed out more rapidly. 


But from talks with technicians 
and military men several reasons 
for the procedure appear. In ihe 
first place, the British with their 
decentralised plants are ulmost 
cockily confident of their ability 
to turn out, even under fire, the 
Hurricanes, Spitfires or other pur- 
suit types. Moreover, they are 
close enough to be able to adopt 
most quickly any changes of de- 
sign and armament which combat 
experience shows to ke needed, 


Comparatively speaking, the de+ 
sign for bombers is more settled,

In the sixteenth century, as we: 
have stern, the British struggle 
with Spain decided the very pos+ 
sibfiily of the settlement of the 
United States by English-speak- 
ing-men: In the next century, in 
the Britishs struiggie with Holland 
it was determined that New York 
should be New York and not New 
Amsterdam, Beginning in 1639 
and: ending in 1815 there were 
fought a great serics of wars be- 
tween: Britain and France which 
détermined that Canada and the 
Mississippi Valley. and New: Bhg-~ 
land and the West’ Indies should 
belong to tHe English-speaking 
peoples. In all those wars Ameri- 


leans participated—in what we call 


in our history books, King. Wil- 
liam's’ War, Queen Anne’s: Wat, 
King George's War, the French 
and Indian Wars, and the quasi- 
war with France. 


Thus, though Americans fought 
the British to win their inde- 
pendence in 1776, though they 
fought them in 1812, thotigh the 
two nations have quarreled dan- 
gerously aver many matters, yet 
as against all other European 
powers that have had. designs: on 
this hemisphere or upon the con- 
trol of the North Atlantic Ocean, 
they have since the beginning of 
our history stood together. They 
stood together against Spain from 
the days of the Arniada, through 
the negotiations which led to the 
Monroe Doctrine, to the Spanish-* 
American War of 1898. They 
stood together against the France 
of Louis XIV, of Louis XV, of 
Napoléon I, and, when in 1869 
they did not at first stand to- 
gether, Napoleon JIT invaded and 
conquered Mexico.

In particular, success of British forces in Africa 
and Greek forces in Albania, backed up by Turkish 
and Russian diplomatic resistance, has balked for

The Near Eastern countries of 
Egypt, Iraq and Iran and the Per- 
sian Gulf flelds had a total pro- 
duction, before the present con- 
Niet, of roughly 370,000 barrels 
daily and a potential much in 
excess of that. Altogether there 
are nineteen known fields, In 
additon there are nine refineries 
in this area with a daily cable | 
ed capacity of more than 400,000 
barrels, The most important re-! 
finery, at Abadan, Iran, has a 
capacity of 280,000 barrels per 
day, while at the Haifa terminus 
of the pipe line from Iraq the 
refining capacity is 40,000 barrels 

Rumania, under Nazi tutelage 
has halted petroleum shipments to 
Turkey. These amounted in the 
first half of 1940 to 702,475 bar- 
rels, a 5B8QO per cent. gain over 
the same part of 1939. The large 
increase in Turkey's takings of 
Rumanian production was due to 
her inability to obtain supplies 
from North America and the 
U.S.S.R. which were her usual 
sources prior to the war. 


Iraq’s Output 


It ts relatively easy to turn 
over part of Iraq's output to Tur-! 
key, but a more difficult trans- ' 
portation problem is faced in sup. 
plying Greece. The latter in- 
creased her imports from Rumania 
51 per cent. during the first six 
months of 1940, with total takings 
of 470,370 barrels. | 

Hxactly how ia Germany 
situated to-day with respect to 
petroleum supplies? To answer 
that Is most difficult, even for 
the best experts outside the 
the Reich. 


When war started in September, 
1939, almost every one believed 
that it would follow the general 
pattern of the World War. Few 
people expected continuation of 
the ‘‘war of nerves” earlier laun- 
ched by Hitler. It has been precise- 
ly Hitler’s use of this new techni- 
que of bloodless victories that has 
enabled him to conserve his oil 
supplies. Obviously he Has not for- 
gotten General Ludendorff’s, con- 
fession in his memoirs that it was 
chiefly because of inadequate oil 
reserves that the German General 
Staff wag forced to sue for peace 
in 1918. 


Civilian Consumption 
Cut 


Another factor making for con- 
servation of petroleum resources 
is the: policy pursued by all be}- 
ligerents of keeping civilian’ con~- 
sumption to a minimum. Accord. 
ing to éstimates by E.. M. ‘Fried- 
wald, Greater Germany’s annual

Russia’s Exress Small 


Both because of the growth of 
the Sov'et industrial and military 
machine and the fact that 
Soviet off Industry is now falling 
considerably behind the scheduled 
plan, Russia has little petroleum 
to spare, Her oil exports have 
ceased except to such countries 
as Sweden, with whom she has 
trade contracts. Nevertheless, she 
may still continue to send = from 
200,000 to 300,000 tons annually 
to the Reich, largely in the form 
of lubricating oil. 

Rumania produced in 1939 some 
6.240,000 tons, of which she ex- 
ported 4,178,000, mostly in the 
form of finished products. Dur- 
ing that year the Reich and form. 
er Czechoslovakia received 
1,285,153 tons, or 31 per cent. of 
total exports. Now that Rumania’s 
; oil policy has been taken over by 
the Nazis it seems safe to say 
that exports to Germany will be 
increased, while Rumania’s own 
domestic consumption will be 
forcibly reduced. Therefore it 
appears likely that German im- 
ports from this source alone may 
reach 3,000,000 tons, if transporta- 
tion equipment is equal to the 
task. 

Thus, granting that Germany 
succeeds in all her endeavours to 
obtain oil, these figures clearly in- 
dicate her inability to’: wage an 
intensive and ilone-drawn-out 
conflict. Maximum ~ estimates 
place German oil reserves held in 
storage at the start of war at 

4,500,000 tons. Add this figure to 
eoested imports from Rumania 
(3,000,000 tons) and allow for: the 
domestic shortave (720.000 tons) 
and there remain 6,789,000 tons 
annually available for purely mili- 
tary purposes. 


Blitzkrieg Demands

Intensification of counter-attacks 
by British bombers and their re- 
ported concentration on the dc- 
struction of German refineries, 
oil depots and synthetic plants 
tend further to complicate any at- 
tempt at accurate estimates. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Dalton the R.A.F. 
has bombed 90 per cent. of Ger- 
many’s = synthetic-oil properties 
and 80 per cent. of her mineral- 
oil refineries. 

According to British Air Min's- 
try coummuniques, there have been 
200 attacks against oil facilities 
either in Germany proper or Ger- 
man-held territory since last July 
1. Of these some 60 per cent, have 
been made against oil refinerics. 
Meanwhile the Reich has under- 
taken construction of new hydro- 
genution plants. The largest, ac- 
cording to schedule, is at Brux in 
the Sudeten area of former Cze- 
choslovakia, This is reported 
to have a_ scheduled capacity of 
5,000.000. tons of coal per year, 
and its oil production may pos- 
sibly largely offset other losses. 
Just what the extact situation is 
cannot be known at present, 
though other competent commen- 
tators generally agree with Mr. 
Dalton’s estimates.

THE MANNER in which Germany is reor- 
ganising the economic life of conquered countries 
and diverting their supplies and wealth, and the

European neutrals have 


been forced to centralise their economies are traced 


in a detailed report made 
Department. 


public by the Commerce 


fhe economic repercussions of the Nazi con- 
quests already are spreading around the world, vir- 
tually eliminating the trade of French North Afri- 


car colonies and reducing 


the commerce of Indo- 


China, according to the report, which contains more 
than a hint of what the new world, already affected 
by war and blockade, may expect if Germany sub- 


dues Britain. 

The Commerce Department goes 
irto the efforts made by the Soviet 
Union and the nations of Europe 
not directly controlled by Ger- 
many to set up, with only little 
success, offsets to exclusive trade 
on Nazi terms through Berlin, 
which has kecome the banking 
centre of Europe. It comes to the 
conclusion that Nazi and other 
Buropean tride treaties are not 
vroducing vesits that had been 
predicted, 

The report outlines these con- 
ditions as follows: 


German Occupied 
Territory 


At first, it appeared that the 
areas occupied by Germany and 
not definitely annexed were to 
maintain their import duties and 
taxes and general fiscal regimes, 
us well us carry on negotiations 
with the accessible countries, al- 
though subject to German super- 
vision or approval. Denmark 
seemed to be in a more indepen- 
dent stetus than Norway, the 
Netherlands, Belgium or occupied 
France, 

For a time, the Danish author- 
ities at Copenhagen were revorted 
to be making agreements directly 
for trade exchanges with other 
countries, of Europe (e.g. Switz 
arland and Yugosluvia), with pay- 
ments cleared directly through 


their own national banks, Toward 
the erd of the year. however, 
German authorities took over the 
direction of such negotiations for 
Denmark,

Phe Netherlands have been 
drawn inte especially close trade 
relations with Germany. In Octo- 
ber, reduction ur omission of 
levies on imports was authorised 
hy the German occupying offi- 
cluls, Shortly thereafter, the re- 
strvictions on movements of goods 
and of payments between Ger- 
muny and the Netherlands were 
consiterably relaxed, In Decem- 
per, the German duties cn Neth- 
erlands goods were lifted, and 
the reciprocal duty-free admission 
of Germen goods into the Nether- 
lands followed. 

Such scope of autonomous trade 
control and independent action 
in negetiations as appears to 
have been retained by the occu- 
pied areas has been distinctly 
limited by the prior and over- 
riding action of Germany, in 
taking over domestic products or 
imported stocks accumulated in 
the occupied areas, presumably to 
be covered by German gvods in 
such quuntity and variety as that 
country could spare, beyond th? 
amount charged to the costs of 
German forces of occupation, 

No published records of move- 
ments of goods between Germany 
and the occupied areas are avail- 
able.

Effect On Neutrals 


In gencral practically all the 
countries of Europe not already 
living under a controlled economy 
oppear to have adopted, for the 
time, a wettern of trade coniro: 
closely resembling that of a con- 
trolled eccnomy. In their increas~ 
ing economic isolation most of 
these countries apparently found 
it necessary for the government 
to charge itself with close regula- 
tlun and direction of the nation’s 
whole economy in the effort to in- 
sure the minimum supplies neceés- 
sary to its population and indus - 
tries 

In the tield of foreign trade al- 
most all ot these neutral coun- 
tries of Europe sconer or later 
during the year resched the stage 
of a fully centralised system of 
woverninent regulation of most, if 
aot all, import and export trans- 
actions by permits. Foreign trade 
control was usually closely tied 
in with extensive State interven- 
tion in dernestic production and 
distribution, und often with rigid 
price conttul measures, accom- 
panying increasing lists of pro- 
ducts rationed to civilian popula- 
tions tn limited quantities, 


Offset Efforts 


The series of arrangements be- 
tween the Soviet Union, Sweden, 
Denmark and Finland well illus- 
trate efforts on the part of the 
neutral countries of Europe. to 
develop to the utmost alternative 
sources among the reachable 
areas for needed products now dif- 
feult to obtain from cverseas. 
The trade negotiations by Switzer- 
land with countries as far apart 
and difficult of access as Finland 
and Turkey constitute another 
illustration of the supply problems 
ot the secluded areas. 

The trade, agreements with 
Germany were usually the out- 
standing. ones, and most of those 
were apparently dominated by 
the German desire to obtaln tn- 

- creased quantities of products or 
stocks from the other countries. 

The trade relations between the 
neutral and the occupied coun- 
tries of Europe have tended to 
become increasingly tied up with 
arrangements with Germany. Ac- 
cording to reports, payments for 
trade between ‘the occupied creas 
und Finland, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, Italy, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria 
and Greece are now requirec to 
be made through such Berlin 
clearine accounts—and the list is 
probably not complete.

Thus, though Americans fought 
the British to win ther inde- 
pendence in 1776, though they 
fought them in 1812, though the 
two nations have quarreled dan-

trol of the North Atlantic Ocean, 
they have since the beginning of 
our history stood together. They 
stood together against Spain from 
the days of the Armada, through 
the negotintions which led to the 
iMonroe Doctrine, to the Spanish- 
American War of 1898.

In the sixteenth century, as we 
have seen, the British struggle 
with Spain’ decided the very pos- 
sibility of the settlement of the 
United States by English-speak- 
ing men. In the next century, in 
the British struggle with Holland 
it was determined that New Yorle 
should be New York and not New 
Amsterdgem, Beginning in 1639 
and ending in 1815 there were 
fought a great series of wars be- 
tween Britain and France which 
determined that Canada and the 
Mississippi Valley and New Eng- 
land and the West Indies should 
belong to the English-speaking 
peoples. In ath those wars Ameri-— 
heans participated—in what we calk 
‘in our histery books, King Wil- 
lliam’s War, Queen Anne’s War, 
‘King George’s War, the French 
and Indian Wars, and the quasi- 
war With France.

Thus, though Americans fought 
the British to win their inde- 
pendence in 1776, though they 
fought then in 1822, though the 
two nations have quarreled dan- 
gerously over many matters, yet 
as against all other European 
powers that have had designs on 
this hemisphere or upon the con- 
trol of the North Atlantic Ocean, 
they have since the beginning of 
our history stood together, They 
stood together against Spain from 
|the days of the Armada, through 
the negotiations which led to the 
‘Montfoe Doctrine, to the Spanish- 
American War of 1898. They 
stood togetber against the France 
of Louis XIV, of Louis XV, of 
Napoleon I, and, when in 1859 
they did not at first stand to-. 
gether, Napoleon 111 invaded and

Is it 
not evident that the © British- 
American connection could not be 
so persistent if it were not always 
renewed by the compulsion of 
geography and by the ties of an 
indissoluble and irreversible his- 
tory? Can any small and super- 
ficial explanation Account for the 
fact that the English-speaking 
peoples in the North Atlantic, 
whatever their differences among 
themselves, have always stood to- 
gether when there was uny ser- 
ious threat from any other quar- 


ter? 


What we see to-day js what 
the British and the Americans 
have always in the end been com- 
pelled to see—that both must sur- 
vive and be strong or neither can 
be truly secure and independent. 
When the British and the Ameri- 
cans have seen this truth. clearly, 
both have profited immensely; 
when they have lost sight of it 
temporarily, they have suffered 
seriously. They saw, the truth 
clearly in the first phase of Napo- 
Jeon and we obtained Louisiana. 
They saw it clearly in the Can- 
ning-Rush negotiations and Latin 
America was’ guaranteed its inde- 
pendence. The British did not 
see it clearly in 1859, and Louis 
Napoleon was permitted to invade 
Mexico; they did not at first see 
it clearly during our Civil War 
and the British ruling class .very 
‘nearly’ connived at the destruc~ 
tion of the Union.. They saw it 
clearly in'1898 and stood between 
us: and the intervention ‘of Ger- 
many on the side’of Spain. In

‘Wild’? Harry’s Versatility 


UCCESS on the turf de- 
pends as much on the 
skill of the rider as on the 
stamina and spirit of the 
steed, and judicious horse- 
manship is the deciding 
factor in nearly every race. 
While this is true of horse- 
racing everywhere, it is 
specially significant of the 
local sport, for Hong. Kong 
has never permitted pro- 
fessional jockeys to take 
part in racing events, but 
has depended on the in- 
terest of keen amateurs to 
provide a sufficiency of 
riders, 


This has been the practice in 
local horse-racing from the begin- 


ning, Hong Kong gentlemen rid- 
ers have always been distinguish- 
ed by them whole-hearted devo- 
tion to the cause of sport. They 
have been imbued with the desire 
to ride the races with the sole ob- 
jeet of doing prejudice to other 
competitors, 


As might be expected with the 
development of racing i Hong 
Kong the first jockeys were enher 
officers belonging to the garrison 
or members of the local comuner- 
cial community, Many well-known 
personalities of old Hong Kong 
deemed it the greatest honour to 
don silk and participate in’ the 
races, riding their own horses or 
those of friends with equal im- 
partiality. 


Jardine’s Taipan 
Among Most Famous 


QNE of the most famous of these 
gentlemen riders of the early 
days was Mr, Robert (later Sir 
Robert) Jardine of the princely 
Hong of Jardine, Matheson & Co. 
He was a keen amateur, but was 
unfortunate enough to break his 
leg in a race in 1850  Jardine’s 
have been principal contributors 
to the development of racing in 
the Colony, and for many years 
taipans of the firm entered and 
rode ponies at the Annual Races, 
more often than not under the 
pseudonym of ‘John Peel.’ 
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Hong Kong has had many 
markable masters of the turf, 
during ninety-odd years of rac- 
ing history, scores of men have 
distinguished themselves on ‘the 
local course. 


It was, however, during the 
‘eighties and ‘nineties that the 
Colony enjoyed its most constant 
succession of able riders, some of 
whom became specially famous, 
and their mastery of horseman- 
ship is still recalled at the pre- 
sent day. Amongst them, “Wildl 
Harry” Hitchings, J. A. Pond 
“Pip” Reynell, M. Nickells, and 
T. F. Hough were perhaps the 
most outstanding, and were re- 
garded as the strongest quintette 
of riders who have ever faced the 
starter on the Happy Valley 
course. 


“Wild Harry” was exceptionally 
versatile on the turf. He was an 
American, a wiry man, possessing 
great physical strength, and 
tough as leather, He always rode 
with very short stirrups—so short 
in fact that he hardly ever wore 
spurs. He was noteworthy, too, 
in his sparing use of the whip, 
and owed his success to his won- 
derful knowledge of pace, — the 
remarkably light way in which 
he sat on his pony, and his mus- 
cular strength in forcing — his 
mount with his legs and hands, 
He was a veritable genius on 
horseback.

Though he was such a slcilful 
jockey he was not free from critl- 
cism, Once while on a morning 
gallop before the commencement 
of the races, a party of  globe- 
trotters were among prospective 
speculators at Happy Valley, and

crowd broke into peais of derisive 
laughter. 


“Why, he doesn’t know how to 
sit!’ they exclaimed in chorus. 
“He looks like a monkey on a 
pole. If that is Hong Kong’s 
crack jockey, they certainly have- 
n't anything to boast about!” 


But regardless of such ridicule, 
“Wild Harry” was universally 
considered to be a most remark- 
able horseman, and his style of 
riding was widely emulated by 
other jockeys of his day. 
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J. F. HOUGH was celebrated in 

racing circles as the strongest 
rider ever seen in the Colony, He 
was a man of large frame, but so 
keen was his interest in the sport 
that he voluntarily went on a 
diet, reducing his weight by a 
stone and a half in order to ride 
in the races! His career as a& 
jockey was unfortunately brought 
to an end in the races of 1894 
when he broke his leg while rid- 
ing a pony which bore the name 
of Vagrant.

paramount and decisive considera- 
tlon in American foreign policy. 


Surely, then, there must be 
something wrong with the theory 
of our neutral indifference to Brit- 
ain, and something very superfi- 
cial in the talk that propagandists 
have suddenly and recently in- 
vented the British-American con- 
nection. A’ relation so profound 
and so persistent and, in every 
practical test, so controlling must 
reflect enduring geographic, his- 
toric and political realities.

In fact, the relationship is an- 
cient and is deep. Far from its 
being the work of recent propa- 
the British-American 
connection is a continual develop- 
ment since the end of the six- 
teenth cen‘ury—since the defeat 
of the Spanish Armada gave the 
English-speaking men the con- 
trol of the North Atlantic Ocean. 
For three centuries and a halt, 
since the veneration just before the 
English-speaking settlers began 
to come to this continent, the

The British-American connec- 
tion was founded about a hundred 
years after Columbus discovered 
America-—in fact, during the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth—after 
the triumph of British over Span- 
ish sea power in 1588. Before that 
victory there was already a great 
Spanish empire in the Americas 
extending from Florida to Peru. 
But there were no English-speak- 
ing settlements. They were not 
begun until 1607 in the generation 
after the naval victory in the 
English Channel. Because that 
naval battle was not lost but was 
won, the ocean highway was open- 
ed to the settlement of Virginia 
and of Massachusetts Bay by men 
who spoke English and read the 
Engtish Bible and adhered to the 
English common law. 


* 


This is the origin of the Brit- 
ish-American connection — the 
common control of the North At- 
tantic which has insured the de- 
velopment of a common civilisa- 
lion in the British Isles and in 
North America, Ever since — this 
beginning the Englishspeaking 
peopies on both shores of the 
North Atlantic have in the end 
always stood together to expel 
other military powers from — this 
1egion, to defend it against the 
entrance of any other military 
power. 


Therefore, in every war be- 
tween Britain and any European 
power seeking the domination of 
Europe and of the ocean highways 
to the rest of the world, Ameri- 
cans have participated, for, con- 
trary to the general belief in this 
country, 1917 was not the first 
American participation in Europ- 
ean affairs; the truth is that there 
has never been a great British: war 
in Europe, and there have been 
many in which America was not 
involved.
